Book Reviews 

Over The Rails 

MODERN SHOW JUMPING, By Count 
Bias Toptani, 178 pp. A. S. Barnes & Company, 
232 Madison Avenue, New York. $5.00. Show 
jumping is highly competitive but will not give 
you much fun unless you occasionally win or 
are placed. This book points to the ingredients 
of success; to understand the temperament and 
mechanics of the horse; to train both horse and 
rider in sensible stages; to enter in suitable 
classes at the right stage of training. 

Count Bias Toptani’s experience is firmly 
based on long years of apprenticeship in the 
saddle and many successes in the show ring. He 
has travelled widely and made sound deductions 
from the exploits of many international horse¬ 
men. 

With 48 photographs and 27 line drawings 
this book clearly shows the correct and incor¬ 
rect ways of training horse and rider. There 
are photographs of many international horsemen 
—Capt. V. M. Saucedo Carillo of Mexico, First 
Lieutenant Pelligrini, Argentine Cavalry, Cap¬ 
tain O’Shea of Ireland, Lt.-Col. Harry Llewel¬ 
lyn on his famous "Foxhunter” of Great Britain, 
and last but not least. Captain Thayer, Fort Riley, 
Kansas, representing the U. S. A. 

The author discusses the full use of a horse’s 
natural abilities. Rapping he abhors, as no ani¬ 
mal will respect anything it has to do against 
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its will—something even against its nature, im¬ 
posed upon it by man in most cases by brutal¬ 
ity. Brutality has never engendered respect but 
only hatred and rebellion which will break out 
at the first opportunity, in this case by refusing 
to jump or running out. He began to study 
the action of horses when jumping and took a 
riderless horse into a jumping lane and made 
it go over a jump. It jumped just high enough to 
clear the jump, but did not knock it down. Put¬ 
ting an average rider on the same horse, the 
horse then knocked down the poles several times. 
Then, after strapping 250 lbs. of lead on the 
same horse, the horse cleared the jump every 
time proving that the sudden weight on the 
horse’s back was not the cause of his knocking 
down the poles, but was due to the rider’s shift¬ 
ing weight which made it commit faults. 

Count Toptani’s detailed experiements are 
most interesting to read, and also his solution 
to this problem. Written for the show jumping 
beginner, this book has equal appeal for the ac¬ 
complished horseman and horsewoman, whose 
methods are searchingly examined and here 
shown in photographs.—F. D. 

The Classical System 

DRESSAGE, By Henry Wynmalen, M.F.H. 
272 pp. A. S. Barnes & Company, 232 Madison 
Avenue, New York. $5.00. This is a study of 
the finer points of riding, taking the reader from 
the correct elementary training to the heights 
of classical equitation. 

The author gives us a description of the real 
meaning of dressage, bringing the understanding 
of it to the door of everyone who cares to open 
it, going step by step from simple principles 
and their application to elementary work, 
through the different gaits, bits, seat, into the 
finer points of dressage such as “right shoulder- 
in, trot” (moving to the left), with an illustra¬ 
tion showing the Spanish Riding School. 

A number of books on dressage have been 
written in French and German but they have 
lost much in the translating. Here is a book writ¬ 
ten in English, easy to understand, based on 
the classical teaching of the great masters of the 
past and on a life-time’s experience of practical 
horsemanship according to modern require¬ 
ments. The illustrations are many, showing the 
natural gaits, and going on to the half-pass, 
quarters-out, walk, passage, piaffe, ending with 
the "Salute!” 

An understanding of its principles is of in¬ 
estimable value to all riders who wish to improve 
the performance of their horses in order to add 
to their enjoyment and success.—F. D.

TO EACH HIS OWN: The month of Octo¬ 
ber has a particular significance for almost every¬ 
body. For the youngsters it is an excuse for hang¬ 
ing porch chairs from lampposts, ringing door¬ 
bells and otherwise indulging in a little bit of 
Americana known as ’'tricks or treat”; for the 
housewife the first month of autumn creates a 
necessity to beat rugs, wash windows and to 
belabor her marriage mate with sundry other 
evils which accompany fall housecleaning. 

For the adult male, October means the World 
Series, gridiron classics and an instinctive urge 
to make himself scarce around the house. 

For our purposes, though, it signifies the last 
lingering days of the half-mile racing season and 
the advent of the major sport at Laurel, Pimlico 
and Bowie. 

The siege at Hagerstown and Marlboro is but 
a memory now, the Arabs have folded their 
tents and taken leave of Timoniums midway 
and the "halfers” have retreated to the fortress 
of Bel Air for a last stand, fighting against Wynn 
and Doby, Maglie and Mays for the public’s 
attention. 

Hagerstown continues to make converts to the 
sport but for the most part the newcomers are 
as yet cautious. Attendance for the ten-day Au¬ 
gust meeting was up 23 per cent. The newly- 
initiated were willing enough to come and look 
but hesitated to invest their dollars, causing the 
wagering to dip six percentage points below last 
year’s figures. 

The Hagerstown session opened well and 
closed well, but showers and resulting off-track 
conditions made the punters wary for the most 
part. However, the final program attracted 12,126 
persons who wagered $545,594, a track record. 
A new daily double pool and single-race handle 
were created when $55,354 was bet on the first 
and second races (daily double) and $77,372 
was pushed through the windows for the last 
race. The strong play on the final day helped 
the cause considerably. 

DAIGER DOWNS: Timonium attracted 
91,555 persons to its racing enclosure for an at¬ 
tendance gain of 2.6 per cent but the $3,909,804 
wagered during the term was six per cent less 
than last year. Here again weather conditions 
adversely affected the success of the short ses- 
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sion. When it wasn’t oppressively hot the skies 
threatened, affording potential customers an ex¬ 
cellent excuse for absenting themselves. 

Track officials have no qualms over Timon- 
iurn’s future, however, and are optimistically 
planning ahead. A rebuilding program to make 
the York Road plant more inviting to the race¬ 
goer is in the books, but largely depends upon 
the outcome of a $106,000 tax case with the 
government. Should the track be awarded the 
disputed sum, extensive rebuilding is to follow. 

SOUTHERN MARYLAND: Marlboro, 
which contributed $219,757.30 in revenue to 
the state’s coffers last year, got off to a slow start 
but made up some ground in the stretch. The 
late meeting drew just a busload more fans, 19 
to be exact, than the 1953 term but the total 
handle of $4,092,960 marks a decrease of six 
per cent, the same as Hagerstown and Timon¬ 
ium. 

A new daily double mark was established 
when 9,124 fans attended the finale and wagered 
$42,332 surpassing the old record by $2,860. 
The track was at its fastest in years, time marks 
falling throughout the meeting, three on the 
final day. 

CECIL COUNTY: The two-day Fair Hill 
meeting conducted on September 11 and 18 
brought out an estimated combined attendance 
of 9,700 fans who entrusted $52,198 to the 
mutuels. If the estimates are correct, the cus¬ 
tomers were fewer than last year, but the pres¬ 
ence of "Wicked Edna” in the area undoubtedly 
affected both the attendance and play on the 
first Saturday. Even so, $5,553 more was bet this 
year than last and since the Union Hospital at 
Elkton is the recipient of the profits it is hoped 
that substantially increased funds are realized 
from subsequent presentations. This is only the 
second time that the Fair Hill meeting has been 
conducted with pari-mutuels wagering. It’ll 
catch on. 

The Foxcatcher National Cup Steeplechase 
headlined the first Saturday’s program and a 
photo finish complimented the handicapping 
prowess of J. Fred Colwill, who officiated, when 
Montpelier Farm’s Mighty Mo and Lowry Wat¬ 
kins’ Tourist List finished noses apart after ne¬ 
gotiating the 19 jumps of the grueling three- 
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Never Say Die, American-bred winner of the 
Epsom Derby and the St. Leger. C. Smirke is 
the rider. Trainer Joe Lawson is at right. 


mile course. French-born jockey Albert Foot was 
aboard the winner. 

Montpelier Farm, which is owned by Mrs. 
Marion diiPont Scott, sister of the Fair Hill host, 
William duPont, Jr., also supplied the winner 
of the Manly Steeplechase, featured attraction of 
the second and final program. Cap-a-Pie, running 
in the French blue, old rose and silver of Mont¬ 
pelier, came from last place to win the fixture 
which for 29 years had been run at Pimlico. 
G. T. Weymouth’s Banner Waves, longest-priced 
member of the four-horse field, finished second 
after a game try. Tourist List and A. E. Pew, 
)r.’s Pamela II completed the field. 

While his sister’s Cap-a-Pie was winning the 
Manly, William duPont viewed the televised 
running of the Beldame Handicap from Aque¬ 
duct, which his stouthearted little Park) won 
from a nine-horse field. The Beldame was du- 
Ponr’s second Aqueduct stakes win in 24 hours, 
his Chevation having won the Discovery Han¬ 
dicap the day before. 

OUTA’ THIS WORLD; Walter J. Appel, di¬ 
rector of the Maryland Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion, prominent Baltimore lumber broker, much- 
engaged show ring judge and an enthusiastic 
owner, recorded his most cherished win when 
Another World accounted for the Miss America 
Turf Stakes at Atlantic City on August 28. 

Another World was bred at Sam O. Graham’s 
Tranquillity Farm at Purcellville, Virginia, 
where stands her sire, Blenban. The latter, a twin, 
was never any great shakes on the track but 
Graham, a shrewd judge of horseflesh, believed 
that the chestnut son of *Blenheim-Banish 


Fear, by Blue Larkspur, warranted a chance at 
stud on his breeding. The Appel filly is Blen- 
ban’s second stakes winner this year. 

Another World is out of the High Quest 
mare. Oblivion, which also produced the win¬ 
ners Spanish Quest and High Sir. 

In a busy 18-race campaign last year at two, 
she won seven races including the Golden Tri¬ 
angle Stakes at Waterford Park and placed in the 
Miss Cleveland and Marguerite Stakes. Appel 
purchased the filly for a reported $9,000 at Pim¬ 
lico last spring and got his money back, with 
interest, in a hurry; the $20,000 Miss America 
was worth $17,200 to the winner. Including the, 
Atlantic City conquest. Another World’s record 
stood at nine wins, six seconds and four thirds 
in 30 starts. She has earned $38,320. The filly’s 
penultimate start was her first on the grass and 
it too resulted in victory. Norman Cox was 
aboard the three-year-old when she stepped the 
mile in l:37j^. Raymond B. Archer trains the 
Appel horses. 

AND STILL THEY COME: Though it may 
be weak through the line, the Vanderbilt Stable 
has plenty of depth in the secondary. So far. 
Native Dancer’s absence hasn’t hurt the team’s 
offensive drive—at least it doesn’t show. A 
couple of seniors. Social Outcast and Crash Dive, 
yanked off the bench by Bill Winfrey have dis¬ 
played some pretty fancy legwork of their own. 
Both are hustling for the Find of the year honors. 

Social Outcast’s record was given in detail 
in last month’s issue, following his victory in 
the Whitney Handicap at Saratoga. Since then, 
however, the gelded four-year-old son of Shut 
Out-Pansy, by * Sickle, invaded New England 
and came back with the $50,000-added Rhode 
Island Special. 

Rhode Island’s richest race is run at a mile 
and a quarter and in winning it Social Outcast 
traversed the distance in 2 : 06 j/ 5 , shaving one 
and two-fifths seconds from the track mark. Un¬ 
der Ovie Scurlock, Social Outcast came from 
next to last in the field of eleven to win by a 
length and a half. Immediately to his rear was 
Crash Dive, Social Outcast’s running-mate, rid¬ 
den by contract jockey Eric Guerin. First and 
second money was worth $49,900 to the Mary¬ 
land stable and $3.60 and $2.80 to ticket hold¬ 
ers. 

Bruce S. Campbell’s Ram o’ War was in the 
thick of the fight early, setting the pace under 
duress from Crash Dive. After a mile Ram o’ 
War backed up to finish tenth. 

Crash Dive, a model of consistency, was com¬ 
ing off a triumph in the Aqueduct Handicap. 
Thirty horses were weighted by F. E. “Jimmy” 
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Kilroe for the mile and a sixteenth test; the 
three topweights belonged to Vanderbilt. Find 
was given the post of honor at 126 pounds, fol¬ 
lowed by Social Outcast at 123. Crash Dive was 
low man on the Sagamore totem pole at 121. 
Winfrey declined for Find and Social Outcast, 
placing his reliance on Crash Dive. 

There wasn’t a chance for an anxious moment 
as the homebred, always well placed, assumed 
command on the final turn and continued on to 
win in hand. This one was worth $20,000 to the 
winner. •? 

Crash Dive is a four-year-old colt by the 
Greentree sire. Devil Diver, out of the Camp¬ 
fire mare, Canfli, which produced the stakes- 
winning sire, Heelfly. The Maryland-bred colt 
got into action only twice at two, running sec¬ 
ond once and third once. A split hoof and other 
infirmities kept him on the sidelines at three. 
This year he has started nine times, winning 
seven and being second on the two remaining 
occasions. His 1954 earnings amount to $46,- 
795. Crash Dive never has been unplaced. The 
Aqueduct Handicap was his first stakes engage¬ 
ment. 

GRAY MATTER: Bob Considine, who

Dancer that bear repeating: The gray colt ran 
a total of 2414 miles in 34 minutes and 24^ 
seconds of competition during which time he 
carried a total of 2,738 pounds while averaging 
a speed of 37.06 miles per hour. He met and 
defeated 137 of 138 opponents and earned an 
average of $35,692.73 per race. 

THE ERIN O’ THE GREEN: For all his 
Irish blood. Trainer Tommy J. Kelly is a shy 
and modest man. When one of the horses he 
trains, wins. Tommy is given to placing the 
credit elsewhere. We mention this because Pet 
Bully, the speedy, fragile but thoroughly honest 
Petrose-Camelina horse, recently won the $100,- 
000-added Washington Park Handicap and the 
Fall Highweight Handicap at Belmont under 
topweight of 136 pounds. 

Pet Bully’s other victories this year* include 
the Valley Forge and Wilmington Handicaps. 
Such a record is an achievement in itself but 
when it is accomplished with an infirm horse 
it is a remarkable testimonial to the trainer’s 
skill and patience. It is for this reason that Kelly 
is deserving of all the praise that comes his 
way. Still the broth of a boy, he has trained the 
extensive Ada L. Rice string since last fall. It has 
been a very profitable association for both par¬ 
ties.

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You will recall that Ring King, the Laurel- 
developed colt which won the Cherry Blossom 
and Chesapeake Stakes last spring, also is trained 
by Kelly. When that colt started showing signs 
of wear. Pet Bully was ready to come on—and 
still is. Kelly also was influential in having 
Jockey Willie Hartack sign to ride for Mrs. 
Rice. The lad is second only to Willie Shoe¬ 
maker in winners this year. 

Tommy is not the only talented member of 
the Pikesville Kelly clan. Older brother Ed 
trains for Harry Z. Isaacs’ Brookfield Farm, and 
gets his share of notable wins. His name was in 
the limelight recently when Brookfield’s Im¬ 
promptu won the World’s Playground Stakes at 
Atlantic City on September 11. The juvenile son 
of Pavot and the Chance Shot mare. Crystal 
Maze, hung on to repulse repeated challenges 
and win by a nose from Gee M. Cohen s im¬ 
proved Chuck Thompson. 

This marked the sixth start for Impromptu, 
which has won three times and been second 
twice. Meeting good colts all year, he was third 
to Royal Note in the Arlington Park Futurity 
and third to Royal Coinage in the Sapling Stakes 
at Monmouth. His exploits have enriched the 
Brookfield kitty by $44,875. 

ROYAL FLUSH: The first acceptance to the 
third running of the Washington, D. C. Inter¬ 
national was on behalf of the English three- 
year-old Landau, owned by the National Stud 
and leased to Her Royal Highness, Queen Eliza¬ 
beth 11. Never before have the racing colors of 
England’s reigning monarch been flown on for¬ 
eign soil and the Queen’s acceptance is an ex¬ 
cellent insight into the regard in which the In¬ 
ternational is held overseas. If tentative plans 
are completed, it is expected that the Queen 
Mother will be in attendance when the race is 
run on November 3. 

Barring the unforeseen, the other English rep¬ 
resentative will be King of the Tudors, gen¬ 
erally considered to be the best four-year-old in 
training in England. The colt s summer cam¬ 
paign included victories in Sandown’s Eclipse 
Stakes, The Rose of York and the Bottisham 
Stakes at Newmarket. 

From Ireland will come Zarathustra, three- 
year-old whose recent scores include the Irish 
Derby and St. Leger. It is probable that by the 
time these lines reach the reader, or soon there¬ 
after, the names of the American and other 
foreign representatives will be announced. As 
of this writing, 21 native horses, including De¬ 
termine, Hasty Road, High Gun, Errard King, 
Closed boor. Crash Dive and Social Outcast, are 
being considered. 
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Sir Gordon Richards, recently retired as the 
winningest jockey in history, was forced by rea¬ 
sons of health to decline Laurel’s invitation to 
act as honorary steward for the race. 

STALING OFF: Been by Pimlico lately? If 
not, you’ve got a treat awaiting you. . .. Breeder- 
owner-trainer Alan T. Clarke moved into a photo 
with Eddie Cantor when his wife presented him 
with his fifth daughter last month . . . It’s still 
a "filly year’’ at Clarksville. . . . Ksar d’Esprit, 
bred by H. O. Firor but now known as Revlon’s 
White Sable, won the International Jumping 
Championship at the Royal Dublin Society 
Horse Show in August. . . . The seven-year-old 
son of Coq d’Esprit-Kristin, by *Ksar, repre¬ 
sented the Canadian Jumping Team and was 
ridden by Miss Sally Thomas. Hugh Wiley en¬ 
joyed considerable success when showing the 
horse hereabouts. . . . Bert Griswold, who trains 
for Ella K. Bryson, suffered a fractured right 
arm when the aptly-named Mad Gander reared 
up and struck him. . . . Vanderbilt-bred Fife and 
Drum, now owned by W. G. Morton, recently 
accounted for the New London Handicap at 
Lincoln Downs. . . . Danny Brewster, Maryland 
legislator and former gentleman cross-country 
rider, took a fall in Philadelphia’s Marriage 
Handicap a few weeks ago . . . And it was not 
from Clifton’s Dan. 

United Hunts-at-Belmont 

Following the opening of Belmont Park’s fall 
meeting, John E. Cooper, secretary for steeple¬ 
chase races, distributed hurdle and steeplechase 
stake blanks for the United Hunts-at-Belmont 
Park meeting. The non-profit two-day session 
will conclude Autumn racing at the spacious 
Elmont, L. L, plant on October 21 and 22. 

The infield stakes are the $15,000-added Tem¬ 
ple Gwathmey Steeplechase Handicap, at two 
and a half miles, and the New York Turf Writers 
Cup. The latter, a two-mile hurdle handicap, 
carries a purse value of $10,000 in added money. 

A total of $90,500 in purse money will be dis¬ 
tributed during the two-day meeting with the 
Turf and Field Handicap highlighting the daily 
offering of six flat races. Carrying a purse value 
of $10,000 added money, the featured flat test 
for three-year-olds will be run over the one mile 
distance. Another attraction on the regular strip 
will be the Lewis E. Waring, a six furlong classi¬ 
fied handicap for three-year-olds and upward. 
The race, which honors the late president of the 
UHRA, carries a purse of $7,500. Acting racing 
secretary Frank E. Kilroe will announce the clos¬ 
ing of the mentioned handicaps at a later date.

Race Track publicity men worry too 
much. If all records for mutuels handle and 
attendance were broken at last year’s meeting, 
they are devastated, when on opening day this 
season, the play drops two per cent, even though 
there is a transit strike, and the worst rain since 
' 06 . 

They wonder if some catastrophic social up¬ 
heaval is taking place. 

Sensitive horse park publicists get nervous 
and go off their feed. (I know two who won’t 
go anywhere without their ulcers.) They lie 
awake at night wondering what stone they have 
left unturned and vow to turn it on the morrow 
—if they live so long. They present a rather 
frantic picture. 

In such a situation, these paeon singers for 
the parks should bear in mind that it is possible 
to publicize too well. 

And I know the gent who did it. He is Mr. 
William John O’Keeffe, minister of propaganda 
to Pimlico. Mr. O’Keeffe has been steward, 
judge, mutuels clerk, racing secretary and 
handicapper, but he is happiest when promoting 
something, preferably a race track or a race. 

In his zeal to squeeze every ounce of publicity 
out of every race he not only turns all stones, 
but uses a Geiger counter and breaks through 
concrete on occasion. 

He is a good man for newspapers because he 
sends pictures. If a well-known St. Louis con 
man is visiting Pimlico, the St. Louis Post-Dis¬ 
patch is likely to get a shot of the town’s native 
son hanging on the rail at O’Keeffe’s course. 
This serves a two-fold purpose: it (possibly) 
gets a mention of Pimlico in the paper and lets 
the St. Louis police know where their boy is. 

Long before John put his services at the dis¬ 
posal of Pimlico, he held a position at a track 
that rates somewhere between Santa Anita and 
Tequilla Downs, but closer to Tequilla Downs. 
As a matter of fact, he held several positions— 
(me of them was director of public relations. 

For the average gent drawing p\iy for the 
job at this particular establishment, the duties 
would have consisted largely of jgiving out 
passes to desirable patrons, i. e., anybody. But 
the O Keeffe tendency to send out cApy and in- 
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terview editors (in their own offices) could 
not be stifled and he gave his all. He even had 
a track photographer. 

To the meeting came a lad who had had some 
riding experience but had fallen upon lean days 
and was down to his last pair of pants, and 
they weren’t riding breeches. The boy bummed 
worn-out boots from a friend and then showed 
the resourcefulness of a champ with his back to 
the wall. With the few dollars he had left he 
went into the underwear department of the 
nearest store and bought the whitest pair of long 
ones he could find, plus ten cents’ worth of 
bleach. After a treatment, the "breeches” 
couldn’t be told from $100 ones—going down 
tlie backstretch. 

Came the day when the jock’s big chance 
arrived. He was offered a mount in the big race 
of the meeting—a $1,500 Special with no en¬ 
trance fees. He was glad, and he was sad. A 
man can’t ride in the feature attraction of the 
meeting in a pair of drawers. 

A charitable brother reinsman came to his 
rescue. This generous young man didn’t have a 
mount in the race and offered the loan of his 
breeches if the borrower would return them to 
the jockeys’ room immediately after the race. 

It was a deal. The only trouble was that the 
lender was about four inches larger around the 
middle than the borrower. A large safety pin 
solved the problem with a wrap-around effect. 

Of course, the boy in the other boy’s breeches 
won the race, but unfortunately dislodged the 
safety pin somewhat in the excitement of the 
drive. 

Happily, and with sagging pants he hurried 
to the presentation ceremony, never dreaming 
that his delicate under things were exposed. 

When the pictures were made, O’Keeffe, on 
the job as usual, fired one to the jockey’s home 
town paper. 

Two days later the kid stomped into the 
publicity department. 

"You’ve ruined me,” he said, "look what 
you’ve done. Look at this wire from my wife.” 

O’Keeffe looked. 

It said: "Saw your picture in the News. But¬ 
ton up and come home.”

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Another great Maryland State Fair is over, 
with the largest crowds again viewing the judg¬ 
ing and trophy presentations in the horse show 
ring. The spectators always lingered a little long¬ 
er to watch the horse events, of which there 
was something every day of interest to young 
and old. This year the weather didn’t hold back 
the crowds and Mr. John Heil, General Man¬ 
ager of Timonium, reported that all attendance 
records were broken. 

The attendance records were up on Labor 
Day at the race track too, but the betting was 
off a little. It was probably so hot the people 
couldn’t be bothered to get up and bet! 

The Half-breds were judged the first day, 
getting away at 10:00 with Prof. Byron Good 
of Michigan State College judging. The Non- 
Thoroughbred Champion this year was Mrs. 
Steadman Teller’s chestnut mare Story Teller. 
The Reserve, also owned by Mrs. Teller, and 
from the same mare, is Flint Ridge, a two-year- 
old by Coq d’Esprit. 

The Thoroughbred judging drew large 
crowds, with many members of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association spotted around the 
ring watching these classes. Carl E. Kress’ bay 
colt by Golden Bull took his foal class last year 
at Timonium, placed in the M.H.B.A. Yearling 
Show at Pimlico this year, and then went on to 
win the Yearling Colt class this year. If this 
colt does as well at the race tracks as does in 
shows, Mr. Kress will be mighty pleased. 

Thoroughbred Champion this year was Mr. 
G. R. Bryson’s grand old mare March Scholar, 
dam of the good stakes winners Wise Scholar 
and Kinda Smart, etc. Reserve Champion was the 
brown colt by Alquest, out of Gullah, belonging 
to Mrs. Charles W. Williams of Glyndon. This 
colt also won the Clarence E. Elderkin Chal¬ 
lenge Trophy for the Best Thoroughbred Foal, 
and the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association 
Challenge Trophy for the Best Maryland-bred 
Thoroughbred in the Show. The photographer 
had a hard time trying to get the pictures of 
the trophy presentation, as this was the first 
time this colt had been away from home and 
mother. When the big Challenge Trophy was 
held in front of him he sniflPed it, then reared 
up and went over backwards. Luckily, he was 
not hurt. You will see his picture elsewhere in 
this magazine and note his curiosity regarding 
the trophy. 

Arabian classes were again well filled with 
many new exhibitors showing this year. You 
couldn’t find a seat anywhere while these beauti¬ 
ful horses were in the ring and as this is only 
the second year for Arabians at the Fair, the 
breeders must be commended for their support. 
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A new innovation this year was the Half-bred 
Arabian classes. There were only four classes 
but as they were all well filled, there will prob¬ 
ably be many more next year with new exhibitors 
showing their stock. They came from Washing¬ 
ton, D. C., Metuchen, N. J., Gettysburg, Pa., 
Staten Island, N. Y., and of course, from all parts 
of Maryland. Trophy to the Champion, Rif-Raff, 
owned by Mr. & Mrs. A. E. Holt, was given 
by Mr. & Mrs. Carl Dude of Peotone, Illinois, 
to further the interest in this breed. Reserve 
Champion was Indy Sue, owned by Harold Brite 
of Washington, D. C. 

The Pony Division of the Horse Breeders’ 
Show was as usual well filled, especially in the 
Welsh classes. Miles River Pony Farm’s Miles 
River Diamond won the yearling class last year, 
and this year went on to take the two-year-class. 
A new exhibitor was David Dallas Odell of 
Malvern, Pa., who took the Junior Championship 
with his Gwynedd Cavalier. Senior Champion 
and also Grand Champion Welsh was Mrs. J. 
Austin DuPont’s Liseter Starlight. This beauti¬ 
ful gray mare took her two-year-old class in 
the 1953 show, and this year won the Brood¬ 
mare without foal class. 

As always, the most "ohs” and ' ahs” were heard 
when the Shetland pony classes are in the ring 
—especially foals. The Junior Champion was the 
filly foal Olney Flamingo, of the Olney Pony 
Farm. Senior Champion was Lend Sonny Boy 
owned by Mr. & Mrs. Leroy LeVan, exhibited 
by Mr, Carl Asmis. The Senior Champion went 
on to win the Grand Champion Shetland title 
with Mr. L. B. Gutman taking the Reserve with 
Senorita’s Daughter. 

The Cross-Breds Division this year again was 
won by Mrs. W. H. B. Howard’s gray mare 
Chickory Chick, which took the Broodmare 
Class under 12.2 hands, and went on to the Senior 
Championship and Grand Champion Cross- 
Bred. Reserve Champion was Fox Hollow Sta¬ 
ble’s Storm Peak. 

At the end of this show, the Champions of 
the Welsh and Shetland were brought into the 
ring with the Champion Cross-Bred, and from 
these three the Grand Champion Pony of the 
Show was chosen. This year the honor went to 
Mrs. J. Austin duPont’s Liseter Starlight. The 
crowd showed agreement with the judge’s deci¬ 
sion by their applauding as Mrs. duPont trotted 
the mare around the ring. 

The Light and Heavyweight Pulling Contests 
were held on the race track as this allows for 
more seating for the spectators. On the Satur¬ 
day night of the Heavyweight Contest, the 
stands were filled. 
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The Pony Sale attracted an unusually large 
crowd, with buyers coming from many states, 
some even from the mid-west. Top price this 
year was the $750 paid by Deborah Dows of 
Rhinebeck, New York, for the Welsh mare 
Severn Butterfly. The average of the entire sale 
was around $250. 

Miss Marjorie Greenfield of Joppa, Md., was 
the winner of the coveted Shepherd Trophy. 
With Governor McKeldin unable to attend the 
Fair this year, the presentation was made by 
Attorney General Edward E. Rollins, represent¬ 
ing our Governor. 

All in all it was a great State Fair. Individual 
class results follow.

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DONCASTER AND THE ST. LEGER

All season long our racing scene has been 
crowded with mediocrities; not until St. Leger 
day, September 11, did a great horse emerge— 
American-bred, Never Say Die, winner of the 
last and longest of the English classic races, in 
a common canter. Even allowing for the poor¬ 
ness of the opposition, his display was up to 
the best standards set by Pinza and Tulyar of 
the post-war greats. In the last furlong, rider 
Charley Smirke had the Epson Derby winner 
cantering, so that the official margin of 12 
lengths over Elopement and four more over 
Estramadur does not even interpret the ease 
of an amazing win. The time, 3:10 6/10 (av¬ 
erage is 3:09) can be discounted, in the cir¬ 
cumstances. 

After the race, American owner, tall, elderly, 
bespectacled Robert Sterling Clark made his way 
into the winning enclosure with tears of joy 
streaming down his face. The dense crowd 
around sent up a mighty cheer as Mr. Clark 
kissed his champion on both cheeks. It was an 
unforgettable moment—a picture few of us have 
ever seen. It was the crowning achievement of 
a lifetime of trying for the two premier classics 
of the British Turf. 

Never Say Die, trained to the hour by con¬ 
ditioner Joe Lawson, who was winning the race 
for the first time, was one of the two best lookers 
in this select field. Though sweating slightly, the 
son of *Nasrullah and Singing Grass carried 
a coat of summer bloom; he was well muscled 
up without being light of flesh. The Nearco 
colt, By Thunder, looked well too, and a con¬ 
trast was provided by the two entries of Marcel 
Boussac, Arenys and Estremadur. The former is 
heavily built, remarkably like his sire, Marysas 
II, while the latter, a light-framed chestnut, is 
a slightly larger edition of his full-brother, 
Arbar, beaten by Sayajirao in a former St. Leger. 

Blue Sail, which will be seen in America 
shortly, looked in good trim, but had "run up 
light” and gave his rider, Johnny Longden, some 
anxious moments as he showed his heels to 
handlers in menacing fashion. 

In the race, Smirke allowed his mount to 
settle down; he was last as the others inter¬ 
changed positions frequently. Entering the long 
straightaway. Never Say Die was fully 15 lengths 
behind the leader, Double Bore. Moving up rap- 
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idly on the outside, the *Nasrullah colt overtook 
his field and passed horse after horse with almost 
ridiculous ease. With two furlongs to go, the 
race had become a procession. Smirke sat right 
up, stopped riding and cast a contemptuous 
glance back to see the sorry parade. He could 
have won by 30 lengths had he so wished. 

The result was particularly satisfactory, for it 
dispelled some doubts about Never Say Die 
expressed after his win in the Epsom Derby 
and after he had failed in that "mix up” at Royal 
Ascot. It is pleasing to hear that Mr. Clark is 
to keep him in training for another year, al¬ 
though we would like to have had him entered 
for the Prix de L’Arc Triomphe in Paris. That 
he could have won that premier event, was a 
statement endorsed freely by the French horse¬ 
men who witnessed his Doncaster triumph. 

MANY HOME HORSEMEN were heard to 
deplore the drain on our top blood-strains dur¬ 
ing the Doncaster Yearling Sales, run in con¬ 
junction with the meeting. No fewer than 26 
of the hips which made 3,000 guineas or bet¬ 
ter, 63 in all, are destined for overseas, mainly 
America. This represents 35 per cent, an unusu¬ 
ally high proportion. Of the 580,000 guineas 
realized by the Sales, 220,000 guineas were paid 
by overseas buyers or their representatives. Most 
in demand was the stock of "speedy,” early 
maturing sires, like Abernant, Palestine, ♦Royal 
Charger, Denturius, Tudor Minstrel, Court Mar¬ 
tial, My Babu and Nearco. The stayers repre¬ 
sented by Supreme Court, Alycidon, Chanteur 
II, Vatellor, and Precipitation sold well. Always 
in demand were the top hips by Hyperion, Big 
Game and Blue Peter—noted for good brood¬ 
mare prospects. 

American horsemen were to the fore, among 
them, American conditioners James Ryan and 
Max Bell. 

The big splash around the entire breeding 
world is Tulyar, the great racer of two years 
ago and No. 1 sire of the Irish National Stud. 
Already many of his "mares in foal” are being 
hawked around the world—on paper, of course; 
although I can say with certainty that at least 
three of the mares so "represented” are either not 
in foal or have "missed.” Beware America!

sold to America for a big figure. He is only a 
pale imitation of his more famous brother, not 
an unusual feature where two full brothers are 
concerned. 

One of the great international races is almost 
upon us once again—the famed Washington, 
D. C, International, due to be run in November. 
At this writing, the Irish selections have not 
been named, but it is assumed the two from 
the Emerald Isle will come from Zarathrusta, 
our best 12-furlong horse, Hidalgo, Arctic Way, 
and from the fillies Belle Collette (best of the 
Irish lasses) and Pantomime Queen, Irish Oaks 
and 1,000 Guineas heroine; the mare. Northern 
Gleam is a possible although she is not a "good 
traveler.” The Queen s Landau is already named, 
and should provide a splash of color. The writer 
has been honored by being selected to represent 
Ireland as Full Member of The International 
Racing and Breeding Organization, headquar¬ 
ters of which is in Rio De Janeiro, Brazil. We 
all wish Laurel Park the best of everything, 
including bumper crowds and good weather, for 
the 1954 renewal. 

IRISH ST. LEGER. The Derby winner, Zara¬ 
thrusta, added to his high reputation when easily 
beating Arctic Way and Hidalgo, in a five-horse 
field which included Sir Winston Churchill’s 
filly. Red Winter. As in the Irish Derby, Zara¬ 
thrusta, a black son of Persian Gulf and Salvia 
(Sansovino), outstayed his four rivals to win a 
slowly-run race. He had beaten Arctic Way and 
Hidalgo in the Blandford Stakes. Zarathrusta, 


owned by Terence Grey and trained by Mick 
Hurley, seems the logical Irish No. 1 for Laurel. 

Both Irish and English two-year-old form is 
confused this year. Bride Elect, considered the 
best of the English juveniles, bogged down in 
the mud of Knavesmire. Nothing stands out. 
In Ireland, Joseph McGrath’s Flying Story (Air¬ 
borne) has the best record, and his defeat of 
My Beau, winner of the Phoenix Plate and the 
Nunthorpe Stakes, in convincing fashion in the 
"Angleseys” was the easiest victory of the year. 
Another well-regarded youngster is Lady Ursula 
Vernon’s Hugh Lupus, eight-length victor of the 
Railway Plate. He is a son of the French sire, 
Djebel. 

DUBLIN’S HORSE SHOW WEEK proved 
once again to be a tremendous attraction and 
many overseas visitors attended. Feature was the 
International All-Comers Trophy for the Aga 
Khan Cup. Winner for the fourth year running 
was the English Team composed of Craven A. 
(P. Robeson), The Monarch (Col. D. N. Stew¬ 
art), Costa (D. S. Beard) and Pepper Pot 
(Col. H. W. Nicholls). Germany placed second, 
Portugal, third, Ireland, fourth, France, fifth 
and Canada, sixth. 

Individually, some of the young Irish horses 
and riders did well and Lt. Paddy Kiernan had 
a good win on Glenamaddy in the International 
Show Jumping competition. One of the best 
horses on view was heavyweight and supreme 
hunter champion. What a Walk, a grandson of 
Windsor Lad, Epsom Derby winner. He was 
ridden by owner, Mr. Matthew Parle. 
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Making a welcome appearance, following her 
severe injury, was Miss Iris Kellett. She tied 
(on Dusty) with Capt. 1. Dudgeon (on Go 
Lightly) in the Civilian Jumping Championship. 

Canada’s Miss Shirley Thomas, in several 
events, confirmed the general view that she is 
perhaps the most promising young rider com¬ 
peting. Much admired was Munsborough, cham¬ 
pion middleweight and ladies’ reserve to the 
supreme champion. He was shown by owner. 
Lady Langford. 

Butler, Now 12, Still After 
First $100,000 

Back in 1942 when Butler, a black son of 
Halcyon was foaled, it was still something of a 
feat for a horse to earn $100,000 in a lifetime 
of racing. Determine, Imbros, Correlation, High 
Gun and Rejected have each won over $200,000 
since January 1 of this year but Butler, now 12, 
is still trying for his first hundred grand and 
has some $700 to go. 

A mare named Miss Woodford started the 
roster back in 1886 when on June 7 she won 
the Eclipse Stakes at St. Louis and became the 
first Thoroughbred to win $100,000 in America. 
Another American bred, Iroquois had already 
turned the trick in England. 

Since Miss Woodford’s accomplishment no 
less than 528 Thoroughbreds have gotten their 
name on the list, not including a score or more 
who passed the mark without fanfare this year. 

First horse to win $100,000 in a single season 
was His Highness a 2-year-old colt by *The Ill- 
Used who won 9 of 12 races and $106,900 in 
1891. Domino, Sysonby, Colin, Man o’ War, 
Morvich and Zev subsequently matched this feat 
but it was not until 1925 that more than one 
horse was able to turn the trick. That year 
Pompey and Canter, both 2-year-olds, earned 
better than $100,000. 

In 1944 it was a news item when nine horses 
earned better than $100,000 for the season; last 
year no less than 32 were in this category. 

Stallions Boast Perfect Records 

The current crop of 2-year-olds represent 
roughly 1,000 stallions who had registered foals 
of 1952. Winners among the 2-year-olds this 
year represent 518 stallions. 

Four stallions share a tie for leadership inso¬ 
far as the number of winners is concerned. They 
are Bimelech, Depth Charge, Roman and *Nas- 
rullah, each with 11. In the "money-won” de¬ 
partment, the imported stallion Nasrullah holds 
the edge with $196,010 earned by his get which 
includes Belair Stud’s Nashua and two othet 
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stakes winning juveniles. According to the num¬ 
ber of races won, Errard tops the list, his ten 
2 -year-old winners have accounted for 21 races. 

Not to be found among the leaders in any of 
these departments, but celebrated in their own 
right, are 33 stallions that can boast perfect 
records for their "crop” of 1952, all being win¬ 
ners. Most noteworthy of these is Battle Hymn, 
a son of Bull Dog who had three registered foals 
of 1952, Alianza, Cameonero and Loteria, each 
a winner in Mexico where they were bred and 
foaled at the Rancho del Refugio. 

Four other stallions had a crop of two in 1952, 
both of which won this year. They are Don 
Alfredo sire of Nossis and the stakes winner. 
Wild Game; Green Flash, sire of Miss Celestine 
and Silver Flash; Ramon, sire of Chicaro Boy 
and Ramonson and Zanzibar II, sire of Chanzi- 
bar and Two Lumps. 

Best known of the 28 whose crop of 1 are 
winners this year is Okapi, 24-year-old son of 
Eternal, who stands at Charles F. H. Johnson, 
Jr.’s Bernadotte Farms at Tinton Falls, New Jer¬ 
sey. His single foal of 1952 is the stakes winner 
Hidden Ship winner of the Adirondack Stakes 
at Saratoga’s Jamaica meeting, the Margate Han¬ 
dicap at Atlantic City, and more than $25,000.

Protests "$L000''Rule 

To THE Editor: 

Thought you should know about the out¬ 
rageous treatment I have received at the hands 
of those who establish Maryland’s racing policies. 

My wife and I own the seven-year-old mare 
Fiery, who is barred from racing in Maryland 
by the $1,000 rule, as she started 11 times in 
1953 without winning the necessary $1,000. 

She did all her racing, however, on the major 
tracks in Florida, and at Pimlico and Delaware 
Park. When I shipped for the half-mile-track 
circuit, she went lame and I gave her a year’s 
rest, then took her up in June of this year to get 
ready for the Maryland fall season. 

After I had trained her for over two months, 
this rule was approved at a meeting of the 
HPBA held in Charles Town, of which I was 
not notified, and passed by the Racing Council. 
At a later meeting of the HPBA, held at Hagers¬ 
town, it was requested that the rule should be 
amended as not to go into effect until 1955. 

When I first heard of the rule that had been 


passed, I called Mr. Jackson, general manager 
of Pimlico who is chairman of the Racing Coun¬ 
cil, and he informed me that he did not think 
Fiery’s record was good enough to allow her to 
race even on the half-mile tracks. 

Checking Fiery’s record I found that in her 
last seven starts at Pimlico she had earned part 
of the purse on five occasions and was left at the 
post once. Fiery never has run for a claiming 
price of less than $2,500 and on the half-milers 
that is the type of horse that is regularly in the 
best race. 

After my interview with Mr. Jackson, I called 
Mr. Janon Fisher, who told me there was about 
to be a meeting of the "Racing Council” at 
Racing Commission’s office, which he advised me 
to attend. 

When 1 called the Commission’s office, the 
Secretary told me that there would be no ob¬ 
jection whatever to my attending the meeting, 
but that it would be unnecessary, as the rule did 
not apply to Fiery, as she had not staned for 
over a year. 

The opening day at Hagerstown, I consulted 
the Stewards and was told that they agreed with 
this opinion, and that I could enter Fiery for 
the next day. She got on the also-eligible list, 
and on the day of the race the trainer called at 
9:15 to say thr.t she had drawn in and they 
wanted the foal certificate in the office. 

We arrived at Hagerstown at 11:15 only to 
find that the mare had been ordered scratched, 
by whose authority I never was able to ascertain. 

I then talked to Mr. Rinehart who told me 
the Commission would have no objection to the 
mare’s running at Marlboro, if the track man¬ 
agement consented. Then Mr. Farrell of Marl¬ 
boro said she could run there if the "Racing 
Council” was willing. 

The day before Marlboro was to open the 
Council had a meeting at which it was proposed 
to allow any horse to run the rest of the year 
that had never started for less than $2,000, which

would have made three horses eligible that were 
affected by the rule. This proposal was defeated 
by one vote, several members of the Council 
being absent. 

Something is radically wrong, when Mr. 
Charles McLennan, one of our leading racing 
secretaries, considered Fiery’s record good enough 
to give her a stall at Hialeah, in 1953 and 1954, 
yet I was turned down for a stall at Timonium, 
just three miles from my home, where I won 
my first race in 1906. 

Fiery is a mare that I bred myself; I won 28 
races with her dam, Fervid. In the course of my 
discussions of this matter, one gentleman sug¬ 
gested that I should get a better horse. I an¬ 
swered that I wanted to race Fiery and not some 
other horse in which I had no particular inter¬ 
est. I added that there is little sentiment left 
in Maryland. 

1 note that on the first day at Marlboro there 
were 180 horses excluded, so the rule doesn’t 
seem to be doing much good. 

In conclusion, I would like to thank Mr. 
Campbell and Mr. Kelly of the HPBA for doing 
everything in their power to have the rule 
changed.

One-Farm Arabian Sale 

The first regular one-farm auction of pure¬ 
bred Arabian horses ever held in America will 
occur during the summer of 1956, according to 
plans outlined by Al-Marah Farm owner Mrs. 
Garvin Tankersley. 

Mrs. Tankersley decided on this precedent¬ 
setting move recently and has removed virtually 
all her purebred stock from the market in a plan 
to accumulate at least thirty head—enough ani¬ 
mals to entice a wide range of buyers. The auc¬ 
tion is scheduled to be held bi-annually at the 
Al-Marah Home Farm, near Bethesda, Md. 

The present broodmare band of Al-Marah, 
now probably the largest group of Arabian mares 
in the country, will be permitted to increase and 
a separately staffed "annex” is in progress of or¬ 
ganization to care for the planned enlargement. 
The additional broodmare facilities will be head¬ 
quartered at the 1,800 acre Al-Marah Ranch in 
Montgomery County, Maryland, where Al-Marah 
is presently raising Polled Hereford and Santa 
Gertrudis cattle. 

It is the intention of Mrs. Tankersley to re¬ 
tain two or three stallions and a group of mares 
at the "home” farm and to place a stallion and 
another band of mares at the annex.

There were 57 ponies entered in the sale, 
fifteen of which were pure bred Shetlands, eleven 
pure bred Welsh, one a Palomino, and the rest 
Crossbred or Grade ponies of every age, size and 
description. The highest priced pony sold was 
the Welsh mare "Seven Butterfly,” consigned by 
Mrs. Charles Iliff of the Severn Oaks Pony Farm, 
Arnold, Md. This mare brought $750 and was 
bought by Deborah Dows of Rhinebeck, N. Y. 
The next highest priced pony was the Crossbred 
gelding "Thunderclap,” consigned by Mrs. Con¬ 
stance Todd of Richmond, Va., and bought by 
Jane Kramer of Delaplane, Va. 

The ponies averaged $225.50 each which is a 
slight increase over last year, and proves that the 
demand for our sale is increasing as we had 
buyers from many different states this year.

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Stresses Damaging Taxation 

Address Delivered by John A. Bell III, Presi¬ 
dent, Thoroughbred Club of America, at open 
forum, 20th Annual Meeting of the National 
Association of State Racing Commissioners. 
Gentlemen of the National Association of 
State Racing Commissioners, and Guests: 

The Thoroughbred Club of America is ap¬ 
preciative of this opportunity to present its views 
at such an important forum. All of us who are 
privileged to address this assembly are aware 
that your primary concern is the solution of the 
problems that face State racing commissions, 
but you also render a very genuine service to 
racing and breeding by enabling other organ¬ 
izations to participate in this forum. These ses¬ 
sions have been productive of much good for 
the Turf, and I congratulate you on having the 
foresight to begin them and the forbearance to 
continue them. 

As State racing commissioners you are of 
course concerned with the well-being of racing 
and breeding. You serve as commissioners even 
though the duties of the office may frequently 
require you to take time away from the business 
or profession that provides your livelihood. 

As has come to your attention many times 
during the last several years, one of the most 
urgent problems which racing now faces con¬ 
cerns unrealistic taxation. Doubtless you, as well 
as I, have been pained by some of the develop¬ 
ments, which threaten to slowly strangle racing 
even though no harm is intended. It must be 
continually brought to the attention of legisla¬ 
tive authorities that in the long run, State gov¬ 
ernments will derive greater total financial bene¬ 
fits from racing if their tax program is based 
Upon ability to pay rather than upon urgency 
or expediency. 

The future of racing on the high plane that 
we know it today is being jeopardized by ex¬ 
cessive taxes. The important thing is, what can 
we do about it.^ 

I am now offering a partial answer to that 
complex question. I am suggesting that the 
horse breeders and owners in your respective 
States can be helpful in combatting over-taxation 
by providing the governing authorities with a 
better understanding of racing. Governments 
strong interest in racing from the tax standpoint 
makes it in fact a partner in the Thoroughbred 
horse industry. So far, unfortunately, the gov¬ 
ernmental partner has been concerned with what 
it could take out of the industry and has given 
little or no thought about the well-being of 
racing. A closer relationship between racing and 
various governmental bodies could do much to- 
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ward persuading the authorities to take a new 
and sympathetic interest in racing. 

Racing commissions occupy the unique posi¬ 
tion of working closely with both these part¬ 
ners. On the one hand they know the problems 
of the race tracks and the horsemen, and on the 
other hand they are the direct representatives 
of government. Thus they are the only official 
bodies who know the viewpoints of both parties. 

The Thoroughbred Club believes that the two 
partners—the legislative bodies and the Thor¬ 
oughbred industry—should work together for 
their mutual benefit. The responsibility for this 
closer liaison could well be accepted by the 
Thoroughbred breeders, who have not been dili¬ 
gent at working with State officials. One excel¬ 
lent way of bringing about this closer relation¬ 
ship would be through the racing commissions. 

Whenever racing is called on to defend itself 
or explain itself, it always becomes glaringly 
apparent that there is a magnitude of misunder¬ 
standing or lack of understanding by the public, 
which also includes public authorities. Then fol¬ 
lows a hasty and ill-planned effort to overcome 
this handicap, almost always without success. 

As an example, a substantial tax increase on 
racing will become effective in Kentucky on 
July 1. One would suppose that the average 
Kentuckian, who has read and talked about 
horses all his life, would realize that the new 
tax would work a hardship on an important 
part of the States economy, and that in the end 
it would do far more harm than good. Yet when 
the roll was called in the State senate, only two 
men voted against the tax increase. 

What was lacking in Kentucky, and what is 
even more sadly needed in other States, is a con¬ 
tinuous program of public relations and educa¬ 
tion. That is where racing commissioners and 
horse breeders and owners can co-operate suc¬ 
cessfully. But the horsemen require some direc¬ 
tion from you. They are usually inexperienced 
at politics and they need guidance in that re¬ 
spect. They need to be told who the legislative 
leaders are, how they feel about racing, and 
what should be done. For example, visits to 
breeding farms and race tracks can be arranged 
so legislators can look on racing as something 
they know about and not as something remote 
from their own experience. A number of ex¬ 
cellent movies, such as the Greentree film, are 
now available. They explain racing and breeding 
and do a fine job of presenting the sporting, 
business, and charitable aspects of the Turf. 
There are many other ways in which racing can 
be brought to the favorable attention of the men 
who influence tax and other legislation which 
affects our sport. Abundant material is avail- 
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able, and there are many people in your State 
who could work with you along these lines. 

I am going to suggest to horsemen, through 
the medium of copies of this talk and through 
letters, that they ask you to help them work on 
the problems that arise whenever lawmakers turn 
their attention to racing. In every racing State 
there are one or more local groups of horsernen, 
or there are members of national Turf organiza¬ 
tions, who will join in such a program. Most of 
these men are persons of substance and standing 
who may have unexpected resources that can be 
profitably used. They know the local picture and 
they have influential local connections. 

Most State legislators are not aware of the 
long-range effects of over-taxation and other 
strangling legislation affecting racing, and they 
often go along with tax bills and other measures 
because they don’t know the complete story. 
Breeders and others connected with the Thor- 
ouhbred industry can be the effective means of 
carrying racing’s story to members of legislatures 
and to legislative committees, if they know how 
to go about it. 

The American Racing Manual, in its section 
on Racing Organizations and Officials, lists 30 
State and local organizations whose membership 
consists of breeders and others who are deeply 
interested in racing’s problems. These organiza¬ 


tions are ready-made to serve the purpose I am 
suggesting. The Thoroughbred Club of Amer¬ 
ica is prepared to take the initiative by asking 
the various breeders’ organizations to co-operate 
along these lines. I hope that some of these 
groups will get in touch with you and that you 
will help them. 

In the maneuvering between taxing authori¬ 
ties, on the one hand, who are always looking 
for more revenue, and the race tracks on the 
other hand, which in some instances are reduced 
to fighting for survival, the Thoroughbred breed¬ 
er and owner has become forgotten. More to 
the point, he has been ignored. But besides 
being a horse breeder or owner he also is a voter 
and a taxpayer. I suggest that in these latter but 
important roles he can be very useful in per¬ 
suading State legislatures that the power to tax 
racing should be used judiciously. Taxing au¬ 
thorities wield very sharp knives. We want to 
be sure that in the case of racing, the operation 
is successful and the patient lives.

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Col. John H. Kintner 

Col. John H. Kintner, 62, director of the 
Grayson Foundation laboratory at College Park, 
Md., died August 28, 1954, at Walter Reed Hos¬ 
pital, Washington, D. C. 

Col. Kintner, one of the pioneers of the Army 
veterinary laboratory service, was outstanding as 
an investigator of animal diseases. His studies 
on osteomalacia in the Philippines as a member 
of the Medical Department Research Board es¬ 
tablished it to be a nutritional deficiency dis¬ 
ease, preventable by mineral supplementation of 
the rations fed to horses and mules. 

In 1943, Col. Kintner was selected to head the 
veterinary section of the Pan American Sanitary 
Bureau in making the first comprehensive study 
of the incidence of animal disease in Mexico, 
Central America and Colombia. He retired in 
1946 but was recalled to active duty in the office 
of the Surgeon General until 1948. 

Since 1948 he had been director of the Gray¬ 
son Foundation’s project on equine influenza at 
the University of Maryland. 

Pimlico Stars Home-Breds 

The $7,500 Pimlico Breeders Stakes, limited 
to juveniles bred in Maryland, will headline Pim¬ 
lico’s opening program on November 4. A total 
of 205 youngsters are eligible for this sprint. 

The Pimlico Breeders is one of three races 
for home-breds staged by the major tracks in the 
state in cooperation with the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association. The Maryland Futurity at 
Laurel and the Bowie Breeders Stakes are the 
other events in this category. 

Among the nominees for Pimlico’s feature 
is E. K. Bryson’s Kinda Smart, winner of the 
Tyro at Monmouth. A. G. Vanderbilt leads the 
nominators with 15 eligibles. 

A year ago the response was so great the Pim¬ 
lico Breeders Stakes was run in two divisions, 
won by Big Night and Ladd.
